The money raised for the sale of 
Christmas Seals is used throughout 
the country to fight tuberculosis. 
This year, with the return of the 
service men and women the need is 
greater than ever and the generous 
response in Andover is most grati- 
fying. 

It has been asked just how many 
replied to letters sent out. In 1942, 
1502 letters were sent out with 1239 
replies, over 110 with money.

This year 1540 letters have been 
sent out. It was interesting to re- 
ceive 220 replies the first day, one 
seventh of the total number.

(Miss Grant was born in Lawrence 
and was the daughter of the late 
Alexander L. Grant, mayor of Law- 
rence in 1903 and Edith (Campbell) 
Grant, now of Wickford, R. I. The 
late Miss Grant was graduated from 
Abbot Academy, Smith College and 
the American Academy of Dramatic 
Art, New York City. 

‘Miss Grant played a leading role 
in many theatnicals, and during the 
days of the Lawrence Colonial thea- 
ter, she was one of the stage stars 
during a six weeks’ stay here, play- 
ing the part of the leading lady in 
“The White Sister” and several 
other performances. 

Her father, who served as mayor 
was one of the former owners of 
the Lawrence Opera House before 
becoming the city’s chief executive 
and one of the outstanding figures 
in the world of theatricals. 

Upon her retirement from the 
stage a few years ago, Miss Grant 
became interested in Red Cross 
work. She gave lectures, radio 
broadcasts, taught and traveled in 
the interests of the Red Cross. She 
was also interested in the housing 
problem in New York, and worked 
on these war-time projects up until 
about a year ago, when her health 
became impaired. She was a mem- 
per of the Theatrical Junior League 
in New York. 

Miss Grant's mother and one 
prother, Alexander L., of Wickford, 
survive. The funeral was held in 
St, Paul’s Church in Wickford, R. L., 
with (Canon Flisher of the Episcopal 
Cathedral, Providence, officiating 
there, and also at Bellevue Ceme-
